Germany’s relations with Israel under strain 
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Behind schedule ? 
We’ll push you. 


By John Chadwick 

BONN, Aug. 8 (R) — West Germany* s relations with Israel 
are going through another difficult phase. Israel is angry about 
contacts which West German leaders are having with its Arab 
enemies, particularly the man whose name is “anathema" to 
the majority of Israelis, Palestinian leader Yasser Arafat. 

Former Social-Democratic Chancellor Willy Brandt held 
talks with Arafat in Vienna recently and leaders of the coali- 
tion liberals will be meeting him again shortly in Beirut. The 
Israeli government appears to suspect that West Germany is 
now altering course on the Middle East. 

Officials here deny any change of direction and have pri- 
vately expressed annoyance at some of the Israeli attacks. 
They say West Germany, in desiring a settlement of the Pales- 
tinian question, is no different from its Western allies and is 
being unfairly pilloried at the moment. 

Allegations and counter-allegations appear daily in the 
West German and Israeli press. The latest to be hit by the 
crossfire is Israel's ambassador to Bonn, Yoahan Meroz, who 
is accused by critics here for stirring up trouble by publicly 
disparaging West German diplomacy. 

The more that is written about the row, the worse it appears 
to get. The latest issue to emerge: Is Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt going to visit Israel, and if not, why not? 

A Knesset (Israeli Parliament) official said in a recent Ger- 
man radio interview that Israelis could not understand why 
the visit had been postponed. The government spokesman 
here said that a date for the visit was never set, so how, he 
asked, could it have been postponed? 

Yet, according to informed sources, the government here 
was agittedly annoyed by the way that VOst Berlin Mayor 
Dietrich Stobbe was said to have been “lectv. ecT by Israeli 
Prime Minister Menabem Begin during a recent visit. 

It seems hardly likely that Schmidt, one of the most out- 
spoken Western leaders, would suffer such criticism in silence, 
whatever West Germany’s 41 special relationship" to the Zion- 
ist state. 

The chancellor incurred Israer s wrath some weeks ago by a 
report that he made testy comments to an Israeli correspon- 
dent about Israel’s settlement policies m the occupied West 
Bank. 

According to the “Jerusalem Post”, the West German 
leader warned Israel it might lose its friends if it continued on 
its “dangerous path". Schmidt’s office said the chancellor’s 


thoughts had not been accurately conveyed. However, the 
Israeli prime minister responded to the report by telling 
American journalists that a country with the hikorical respon- 
sibility for the murder of Jews should not give advice to Israel. 

In Bonn, the Israeli ambassador followed up this by a news- 
paper interview criticizing West Germany’s Middle East pol- 
icy and Genscheris trips to the Arab states. 

The West German government spokesman, in turn, criti- 
cized the ambassador for overstepping diplomatic rules and 
said West Germany only sought a Middle East settlement 
which would safeguard the interests of all in the Middle East, 
Israelis and Palestinians included. 

There have been cool periods before in relations between 
West Germany and Israel and officials here hope the present 
storm will blow itself out. A visit by Israeli Foreign Minister 
Mosbe Dayan, tentatively planned for next month, may help 
to clear the air. they think. 

Dayan may well seek and get assurances that West Ger- 
many is not seeking new friendships to the Middle East 
because of the oil crisis — and at Israer s expense. 

But fundamental policy differences will remain. West Ger- 
many, along with France and its other EEC allies, insists that 
the Palestinians be given an opportunity to set up a homeland. 

West German contacts with PLO leaders and Arab states, 
including hardliners, seem to be on the increase. Foreign 
Minister Hans- Dietrich Genscher met Libyan leader Muara- 
mar Qaddafi in June, had talks in Baghdad last month and will 
shortly be off to Syria, Jordan and Egypt. 

Juergen Moellemann foreign policy expert of the coalition 
Free Democrat Party (FDP), left last weekend on a controver- 
sial visit to Beirut.

JEDDAH, Aug. 8 — A project 
which will more than double Saudi 
Arabia's automatic telephone 
network got under way Wednes- 
day with the signing in Tuif of a 
contract for a massive expansion 
in switching and cable capacity. 

The contract w as si gned by 
Deputy Minister of PTT for Tele- 
phones Faisal Zaidan. SPA 
reported. Neither the size nor the 
recipient of the contract was 
announced. 

The contract is designed to 
expand the present SRI D.8 billion 
telephone expansion project 
(TET) network to permit the addi- 
tion of more than one million tele- 
phone lines over the next 20 years 
witho ut the need, in the words of 
PTT Minister Dr. Alawi Darwish 
Kavyal, of digging up the streets 
all over again.” 

This is' over and above the 
switching and cable capacity for' 
470,000 new lines now being 
installed by a joint venture of L.M. 
Ericsson of Sweden and Philips of 
Holland and their chief sub- 
contractor pong Ah of South 
Korea. 

In June, the minister announced 
King Khalecfs approval of a sup- 
plement of SR2.7 billion to his 
ministry’s budget, most of which 
was apparently set for Wednes- 
day* s contract. The joint venture 
and Dong Ah had expected the 
contract to go out before Rama- 
dan, but the Finance and National 
Economy Ministry's ban on new 
• ohtract- imposed after Mays 
budget, had held up the award. 
The contract freeze was lifted by 
the Council of Ministers last 
week. 

None of the companies Imple- 


menting the TET was available for 
comment Wednesday night, but it 
is understood the contract would 
be likely to go to the joint venture, 
which is installing computerized 
stored program control switching 
gear. The joint venture would 
then extend its SRI. 1 * billion sub- 
contract to Dong Ah tor cabling 
and switching work.

Hoss appeals for help 
to stop Israeli raids 


BEIRUT, Aug. 8 (R) — 
Lebanese Prime Minister Salim 
Hoss Wednesday condemned an 
attack by Israeli-backed rebel 
troops against United Nations 
peacekeeping troops in southern 
Lebanon, and appealed for inter- 
national help to stop Israeli 
aggression. 

In a statement broadcast by 
radio Lebanon, Dr. Hoss said the 
attack Thursday indicated that 
Israel was continuing to defy U.N. 
commitments to Lebanon's 
sovereignty and security. 

He said: “We consider it our 
right to call for all effective world 
forces to exert all possible pres- 
sure on Israel to deter it from per- 
sisting in its injustice. 

“No doubt the U.S. can play a 
special role in this respect in view 
of its annual economic and milit- 
ary aid to Israel, which Israel has 
invested in the implementation of 
its aggression against Lebanon. A 
U.N. spokesman in Beirut said 
earlier that troops serving with' 
the U.N. force (UN1FIL) had 


come under heavy machine-gun 
fire from the militias, but there 
were no casualties. 

The spokesman said the 
mainK'-Chxistian militiamen; who 
control a strategic belt of border 
territory, have intensified their 
attacks against the peacekeeping 
soldiers. 

The latest incident began when the 
militia commander, a rebel 
Lebanese army officer, arrived in 
the southern village of Beit 
Yahoun in the company of an 
Israeli major. 

His men then fired more than 
200 machinegun rounds at a bouse 
occupied by Irish troops in the 
nearby village of Braachit before 
withdrawing, the spokesman said. 

He said Dutch troops were 
forced to shoot back on Monday 
when the militias attacked them 
with mortars and heavy machine 
guns. A Dutch ambulance also 
came under .small arms fire, but 
there were no casualties. On the 
same day a tank shell exploded 
close to an Irish position.

LONDON, Aug. 8 (AP) — An 
Irish guerrilla, visible only as a 
shadowy silhouette, was inter- 
viewed on British television 
recently and warned that his 
organization will continue attack- 
ing the “military apparatus" in 
Northern Ireland and England. 

Die interview on the state- 
funded British Broadcasting 
Corp. TV network with the rep- 
resentative of the outlawed Irish 
National Liberation Army 
incensed Britons. 

They remembered how an 
INLA hit team assassinated rank- 
ing Conservative Party leader 
Airey Neave last March with a 
booby-trap bomb in his car within 
the gates of the House of Com- 
mons.

The furor brought into sharp 
focus a long-running feud bet- 
ween the country’s press and 
broadcasters and successive gov- 
ernments over how the 10-year- 
old Northern Ireland conflict 
should be reported. 

The feud has intensified with 
government alarm at the success 
of the outlawed Irish Republican 
Army’s propaganda campaign in 
the United States — and the 
mounting U.S. criticism of Bri- 
tain’s failure to find a political set- 
tlement to the Ulster problem. 

Fighting between majority Pro- 
testants and minority Roman 
Catholics erupted in August, 
1969. Eighteen months later the

Largest objects in galaxy 

Massive ‘clouds’ inhabit Milky Way 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 (AP) 
— Astronomers have identified 
about 5,000 enormous gas clouds 
in tjie MHky way that they say are 
the massive objects in the 

galaxy. 


The clouds, in orbit around the 
center of the galaxy, are each 
about 200 tight years in diameter 
and a few have the mass of one 
miiKn n suns, says a report to be 
vfoeni Wednesday at anlnterna- 
. fional Astronomical Union sym- 
posium at Mont Tremblant, 
Canaria? 

In announcing the find, the 


National Science Foundation said 
that although it has been known 
for years that a few galactic douds 
existed, tins is die first evidence 
that they are so numerous and so 
massive. 

The sheer mass of these gas and 
dust clouds makes them an 
integral part of the galaxy, the 
report said. Ninety per cent of the 
Milky Way’s matter is contained 
in its 100 billion stars, and of the 
remainder, about half is concen- 
trated in these immense douds. 

The cloud findings were made 
by Dr. Ptritip Solomon and David 
Sanders of the State University of 


New York at Stony Brook, and 
Dr. Nicholas Scoville of the Uni- 
versity of Massachusetts. 

The scientists gathered their 
data during tbe past three years 
wring large radio telescopes. 

“We’ve known about these dust 
lanes in the Milky Way for a long 
time,” Solomon said. “Now we 
have been able to find out what 
form tins gas and dust is in. 

“The most significant finding is 
that most interstellar matter is in 
these douds, held together by 
gravity, and not just matter float- 
ing around dispersed.” he said.

MIAMI, Aug. 8 (AP) — A 
Cuban man was given asylum 
Tuesday after he flew to Miami 
stuffed in the wwbeelwell of a 
Cubana Airlines flight from 
Havana. 

Umberto Ortega Rivero, in bis 
late 20s, was captured by die air- 
line crew as be tried to See when 
the plane rolled to a stop at Miami 
International Airport, officials 
said. 

It took three hours of negotia- 
tion for the man to be turned over 
to U.S. Immigration and Natural- 
ization officers, who hustled him 
behind closed doors. 

“We've turned him over to the 
Cuban Refugee Committee " said 
Ray Morris. U-S. Immigration dis- 


trict director. “We‘ve given the 
man a 30-day parole before a final 
decision is made.'* 

As soon as the plane rolled to a 
stop, the man jnmped from the 
wheelwell l door but was captured 
at gunpoint by the Cuban crew. 
He was then quickly hustled 
aboard the plane, where the crew 
kept an armed watch over him. 

The crew would not let airport 
officials on board, but Spanj&b- 
speaking sheriffs officers negoti- 
ated his release and took him off 
tbe airplane. 

The plane's pilot, Raul Reyes 
Solea, told a Miami radio station 
that the crew was surprised by the 
stowaway. 


“We were aware of this only 
when we arrived m Miami, 11 Solea 
told tbe Spanish- language station. 
“It was a real surprise for us, 
because this sort? of tiling is not 
normal at all.

The Miami News quoted a 
source with tbe Federal Aviation 
Administration as saying the man 
survived the 2 7, 000- feet attitude 
because the wheelwell door closed 
lightly on the short hop.

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BEFORE IT’S TOO LATE 

As expected, Mauritania signed an agreement with the Polisario 
renouncing its claim to the Sahara and withdrawing from the war. 
Mauritania’s departure creates a new, dangerous situation in which 
Morocco and Algeria find themselves in direct confrontation. This 
could quickly degenerate into a shooting war, unless steps are taken 
on both Arab and international levels to find a solution in which the 
rights of the various contending parties find a measure of accommo- 
dation. Only this can spare the area the evil of an inter- Arab war. 

A solution is not difficult to find once resort is made to rational, 
dispassionate considerations of the legal and historical matters 
involved. Indeed the present situation itself would not have arisen 
but for foreign interference battening on and feeding the old local 
rivalries. The Sahara was colonized by Spain for a long time, until 
Morocco activated its claim to it; a claim it supported both legally and 
on grounds of historic fact. Morocco then obtained Arab and interna- 
tional recognition for its claim, and this was formalized in the Madrid 
Agreement of November 1975. This stipulated the division of the 
Sahara between Morocco and Mauritania. 

As the relations between Algeria and Morocco worsened — a 
conflict whose cause had nothing to do with the Sahara — Algeria 
began to oppose the agreement. Yet it did so without staking its own 
claim to the area, realizing that it has no legal grounds for this. 
Instead, it supported the Polisario movement and helped it set up the 
Saharan Republic. The crisis then grew, reaching the present junc- 
ture when the African Summit in Monrovia passed a resolution 
calling for a referendum in which the Saharan people are to deter- 
mine their own fate. It was this that led to the Algerian sponsored 
agreement between Mauritania and the Polisario. 

Morocco now finds itself faced with these alternatives: It can seek 
to lake by force that part of the Sahara abandoned by Mauritania; 
and it can do this since it still has forces in Mauritania itself and in the 
area in question. Or it can accept with whatever grace it can muster 
the fait accompli, keeping what it holds until a comprehensive 
agreement is reached. This last alternative coincides with the French 
proposal, already rejected by Morocco, calling for a Polisario 
republic in the Sahara sector previously under Mauritanian control. 

Both alternatives have dire consequences. Forcible seizure of uie 
Mauritanian pan could mean an outright war. with the human, social 
and economic cost this means for all the contending parties. Accept- 
ing the present position would on the other hand lead to a direct 
threat for Moroccan security, with its southern flank being thrown 
open. In addition, this might also unleash a vast internal upheaval in 
the counrry, given the strong popular feeling in Morocco on the issue. 

At the same time, it is inevitable that the struggle, whatever 
Morocco might do, will widen. The Arab states will find themselves 
arranged behind their respective friends in the frontline. More 
dangerously, the super powers might be drawn in. 

Not for the first time we call upon Arab leaders to spare no effort in 
finding a peaceful way out. We call especially upon Chedti Klibi, the 
new Secretary General of the Arab League, a man respected and 
liked by all sides in the conflict, to give this explosive situation the 
highest priority. There can be no more auspicious start of the League 
in Us new phase in Tunisia than a success in this mission to avert a war 
between Algeria and Morocco.

"you can see that i’m the soop &jn now" The education of Mr. Dinh

BANGKOK — 

The Communists have lost Mr. Dinh. 

Not physically, that is, for they know that he is 
living in a village south of Ho Chi Mirth City, which I 
suspect Mr. Dinh still thinks of as Saigon. But they 
have lost what, in the bad old days of the American 
war, would have been caild Mr. Dinh's heart and 
mind. 

Of all the Vietnamese I knew in Saigon before the 
Communist victory in April, 1975, he was perhaps 
the most willing, apart from those who were actu- 
ally Comraunist supporters, to give the new regime 
a sympathetic hearing. Although he had worked for 
several years for a French company, he had very 
Little to lose. 

With his wife and six children he lived in a tiny 
house on the outskirts of the city. He had a Honda 
motorbike. “ What reason has a poor man like me to 
fear the Communists?" he used to say. 

What is more, he knew the Communists a great 
deal better than most other Saigonese. His work 
took him all the country. Several times he visited 
areas that were more or less controlled by the Viet- 
cong. He even spent one Tec, the Vietnamese New 
Year’s holiday, in a Vietcong village on a French- 
owned rubber plantation. 

He often spoke to me of the Communists, usually 
with respect, sometimes with awe. Like many South 
Vietnamese, even those who were scared of the 
Communists in a way Mr. Dinh never was, he was 
impressed by their guts, their discipline and their 
tenadty. He felt that they stood for the Vietnamese 
spirit as the Thieu Government, so dependent on 
the Americans, never could. In a way he was even 
proud of them. 

But what impressed him that Tet was the appar- 
ent humility of the Vietcong. They had organized a 
party for the villagers. They sat them down at tables 
and, while the troops sang songs, the squad leader 
and the political officer waited on them, pouring tea 
and handing round biscuits and bits of candied 
coconut. The two men didn't sit down once. Mr. 
Dinh never forgot thaL 

Many of the Vietnamese who are now taking such 
risks to flee their country would never have under- 
stood Mr. Dinh. Take Mr. Due who is now in a 
refugee camp in Thailand. You might say his flight 
was predestined from the moment the Communist 
soldiers entered Saigon. 

Mr. Due’s family had fled North Vietnam in 1 954 
at the end of the French war. In 1975 he was head- 
master of a Government high school and a leading 
tight in his local Vietnamese- American Associa- 


tion. He is a Catholic. 

The Communists, "re-educated him” for two- 
and-a-half years. He tried to escape from the re- 
education center once and was punished by being 
put in an old U.S. Army metal freight container and 
left in the sun for three days. He kept his spirits up 
by singing “ We Shall Overcome.” 

I watched him filling in a form for a newly arrived 
refugee. A girt who was the sole survivor of a boat- 
load of 100. When it came to the question,” Reason 
for leaving country of origin,” he put, “looking for 
freedom," which he wrote with a large capital **F\ 

In the old days Mr. Dinh would have been sus- 
picious of a man like Mr. Due. “Too hard" was how 
he described the anri-Communisc Catholic .nor- 
therners. And he thought they toadied to the 
Americans. 

But a few weeks ago Mr. Dinh's son-in-law said 
he wanted to escape and to take his wife. Mr. Dinh's 
eldest daughter, with him. Mr. Dinh gave his per- 
mission. 

Life was hard because he had little money. One of 
his sons was blinded by an unexploded bomb while 
working in the fields. But, to judge by what his 
daughter says — for she and her husband have 
ended up safely in the same refugee camp as Mr. 
Due — physical hardship alone was not the reason. 

Her father, she said, did not talk much about the 
Communists. At first he had told them they bad no 
reason to fear them. Then, later, he would some- 
times just say that the way the Communists were . 
doing things was not right. 

Mr. Dinh is an inquisitive, argumentative, and 
rather arrogant man. He is, in other words, like ' 
many Vietnamese, a bit of a know-it-all. He must 
have found the Communist controls intolerable. He 
could not move out of the village without police 
permission. He had to report any visitors. Then last 
year the police put him in jail for a few weeks and 
questioned him about the foreigners he had known. 

Mr. Dinh was ready to be won over by the Com- 
munists. They have failed, perhaps because, instead 
of treating him tike the complicated person be is, 
tiny wanted him to be tike “the people," those 
mythical meek beings whom the commissars at that 
Tet party were ready to wait on provided they did 
what they were told. 

The daughter says that Mr. Dinh now admits he 
wants to leave too. even though be is an elderly man 
with no great love for foreign parts. ( He once visited 
Europe and would speak rather disapprovingly of 
what he had seen there). The Communists have lost 
him all right. The sadness is they didn't have to — 
(OFNS). 


Justice and mercy : where does Israel stand?

LONDON — 

One day last month (July 4) two news reports 
appeared side by side on the main foreign news 
page of The Guardian. The first announced that the 
West German Bundestag (parliament) had voted to 
continue with the prosecution of Nazi murderers 
whose crimes had been committed more than thirty 
years ago. The second reported that the Israeli 
Chief of Staff had reduced from eight years to two 
the sentence on an Israeli officer convicted of mur- 
dering three Palestinian prisoners during the inva- 
sion of South Lebanon in March 1978. 

The contrast is a striking one, but before passing 
judgment ourselves it is only fair to examine the 
context in which these two very different decisions 
were take a. 

Looking at the dilemma that faced the members 
of the Bundestag, we have to remember the very 
strong pressures that must have influenced them in 
coming to their decision. For thirty-four years West 
Germany has been doing penance for the crimes of 
the Nazis. .The reputation of a whole people has 
been at stake and it is right and natural that succes- 
sive governments in Bonn should have tried to do 
eveiything in their power to dissociate modem 
Germany from the horrors of the Nazi past. By 
bringing war criminals to justice and by paying 
large-scale reparations to their surviving victims, 
they have made plain their absolute repudiation of 
everything the Nazi regime stood for. 

To do so has not been easy. It bas meant facing up 
to unpalatable truths; it has involved bitter divisions 
within German society; it has meant that some 
innocent Germans, who committed no crimes but 
who had the misfortune to be associated, however 


remotely (and when they were very young), with 
organizations which formed part of the social or 
political structure of Nazi Germany, have been 
unfairly subjected to suspicion and persecution. But 
tfae objective of cleansing German public life has 
been resolutely pursued and most of us, I believe — 
certainly most of us in Western Europe — feel that 
West Germany has conscientiously and successfully 
worked its passage as a member of the postwar 
international) community. 

Has the time come to declare a moratorium on 
the past, to say that after more than thirty years 
there is nothing to be gained by keeping open the 
painful wounds inflicted on Germany by Hitler and 
his henchmen — even if this means that a handful of 
aging criminals, who have succeeded all this time in 
hiding their past (and who must have lived in per- 
petual fear of detection) escape the retribution that 
they deserve? None of us, I am sure, would wish to 
be called upon to share in taking the decision which 
faced the Bundestag last week. 

One factor which influenced them as they tried to 
make up their minds was the pressure exerted by 
Israel and by Jewish organizations elsewhere in 
favor of continuing to seek out and prosecute any 
remaining Nazi war criminals, especially those sus- 
pected of having shared in the murder of Jewish and 
other prisioners in the concentration camps. Here 
again, none of us who have not shared the trauma of 
the Jewish people can feel any assurance in judging 
whether, after more than thirty years, they do well 
to pursue any longer their historic vendetta. On the 
one band stands justice, a pure and pristine ideal; 
on the other, mercy — and mercy, not just to the 
criminal skulking in the shadows, but to a whole 
nation seeking to rid itself of the incubus of a terr- 


ible past. We are fortunate who do not have to try to 
strike a balance between them. 

What we do have the right to say (and here, 
surely, the Jews must be the first to agree with us) is 
that there must not be one law for Jews and one for 
Gentiles. If it is wrong to show mercy to Germans 
who murdered Jewish prisoners in the 1940s. how 
can it be right to show mercy toa Jew who murdered 
Arab prisoners in 1978? Again, before committing 
ourselves we should look at the facts of the case 
which is now tfae subject of acute controversy in 
Israel. 

The facts are not easy to establish, because the 
Israeli army suppressed them and the Israeli news- 
paper Davor, which got wind of them, was censored 
when it tried to publish them. The story was only 
made public because it was raised in the Knesset by 
two opposition deputies who took advantage of 
their parliamentary immunity. The facts, as they 
have been reported in the British press, are as fol- 
lows: 

During the Israeli invasion of South Lebanon in 
March 1978, an Israeli officer murdered three 
Palestinian prisoners. The officer was arrested, 
brought before a court martial, convicted and sen- 
tenced to 12 years in prison. In an appeal court 
presided over by a justice of the Israeli Supreme 
Court, the sentence was later reduced to 8 years. 
Finally, the Israeli Chief of Staff exercised the right 
he has to review sentences passed on members of 
the army and reduced the sentence by another six 
years, with the result that the officer convicted of 
the murder of three defenseless Arab prisoners was 
finally sentenced to only two years of imprison- 
ment The trials were held in camera and the Chief 
of Staff suppressed publication of their outcome. 


The indignation expressed bv defenders of civil 
rights in Israel was increased by the fact that this 
was the second time this year that the Chief of Staff 
had overruled a court decision in a case where a 
uniformed Israeli had been convicted of murdering 
an Arab. In the earlier case a Civil Guardsman in 
Jerusalem, hearing of a Palestinian terrorist attack 
in which an Israeli was killed, went out next day, 
picked an Arab at random and shot him dead. He 
was tried, convicted of murder and sentenced to 20 
years in prison. In an appeal court the sentence was 
halved and then, three months ago, the Chief of 
Staff further reduoed it from ten years to three — 
and gave permission for the convicted prisoner to 
go home every weekend. 

The present case, involving the murder of the 
three Ifalestinians in the Lebanon last year, was 
raised in the Knesset on July 4, when General Meir 
Pail of the Sbelli party put forward a motion of no 
confidence in the Chief of Staff. The motion was 
defeated by 54 votes to 4. If this result meant that 
most Israelis were in favor, as a matter of principle, 
of showing mercy to convicted criminals, I would 
see some merit in it. But when one remembers that 
other decision of the West German Bundestag, 
which decided — largely in deference to the wishes 
of the Israelis and their Jewish sympathizers abroad 
— to continue to hunt down and prosecute without 
mercy those Germans whose crimes were commit- 
ted more than 30 years ago, I am afraid that the 
conclusion must be a different one. 

The fact seems to be that, in Israeli eyes, the life 
of an Arab (especially a Palestinian Arab) is worth a 
great deal less than the life of a Jew. And that takes 
us right to the heart of what is wrong with the state 
of Israel. 


The strange riddle of British arms shipments

LONDON — 

More effective control over the export of arms 
and internal security equipment to repressive gov- 
ernments has been called for by the British section 
of Amnesty International. 

In 1974, Britain imposed a ban on the export of 
weapons, ammunition and surveillance technology 
tot be Amin regime in Uganda. In spite of this, radio 
equipment, night-vision cameras and electronic 
phone-tapping devices continued to be supplied to 
Amin's State Research Center, where thousands 
were detained, and killed. 

In 1977, the United Nations imposed on its 
members a mandatory embargo on the supply of 
arms to the South African Government. Yet 
engines and spareparts for Centurion tanks and 


rocket- motors for aircraft ejector-seats have been 
among material exported to South Africa. 

Amnesty is appealing to British MPS of all parties 
to ask the British Government to review existing 
legislation to ensure greater supervision over such 
exports. It is also seeking the inclusion of categories 
of sensitive exports not at present subject to the 
ban, where there is evidence that they are being 
used in violation of human rights. 

In particular, where exports to South Africa are 
concerned, Amnesty wants to see British control of 
equipment supplied by British firms via third coun- 
tries, and the inspection of equipment which is not 
subject to Government control in its original state 
bur is adapted before being exported. 

Amnesty’s statement says it believes these 
changes are necessary because, with existing legisla- 
tion, not only is it possible for " repressive technol- 


ogy” to be exported, despite arras embargoes, but it 
has actually happened with Uganda and, it has 
reason to believe, is happening with South Africa. 

“After the fall of Idi Amin's Government,” says 
the statement, “it became evident that British com- 
panies had been involved, albeit unwittingly 
perhaps, in tfae provision of counter- insurgency 
equipment which found its way into Amin’s State 
Research Center. 

“ We are not concerned with raising ghosts of the 
past. Nor are we concerned with castigating the 
companies involved, whose good faith we are not 
challenging. What we are concerned about is that, 
despite the fact that the British Government had a 
policy decision which took effect in 1 974 to prevent 
sales of arms and ammunition to Uganda the defi- 
nition of such materia] was so narrow that it was

saudi press review 


Al -Bilad Wednesday led with Crown Prince Fahtfs statement 
to a Syrian paper reiterating the Kingdom's opposition to the policy 
of capitulation and its firm avowal of support for Lebanon. Among 
other leading stories in the papers was one which quoted Kuwaiti 
sources as saying that an indirect dialogue was going on between the 
United Slates and the PLO on finding a settlement to the Middle East 
crisis. Another led with the prosecution of plotters against the Iraqi 
government and another paperput as ils leading story a U.S. warning 
to Israel that the use of the U.S. planes in attacks on Lebanon would 
once again influence the future of American military supplies to 
Israel. 

Newspapers gave prominence to the current visit of the UAE 1 * 
Minister of Petroleum and Mineral Resources to the Kingdom, and 
Japan's announcement that Saudi Arabia's decision to increase its oil 
production has removed the bogey of an oil crisis from Japan. 

At least one paper highlighted an Iranian envoy' s charge that the 
American CIA was involved in former Iranian Premier Shahpour 
Bakhtiaf s flight from the country, and several others front-paged an 
Iraqi special tribunal s death and other sentences against the recent 
plotters in Iraq. 

Commenting on the reported A/ -Medina said in an editorial that 
threats by certain circles to invade no one was frightened by such 
the oil wells in the Middle East, threats, since any state respecting 


its sovereignty would not allow 
itself to be swept away by an act of 
aggression with a colonialist tinge. 
Quoting the Minister of Informa- 
tion, the paper said the Kingdom 
does not attach any significance to 
this matter, as “we- know the 
sources of these threats and are 
also aware of those who are trying 
to create this din.”

In our instance, we are, in fact, 
guided by the wise policy of King 
Khaled and Crown Prince Fahd to 
work for the stability, welfare and 
prosperity of the whole world, 
even if it cost us colossal sac- 
rifices,'' the paper added. 

Okaz reported the call to the 
United States to recognize the 
PLO as the legitimate representa- 
tive of the Palestinian people, as it 
would give a clear understanding 
of the dimension of the Palestinian 
problem. “Such a shift in the U.S. 
policy would mean an ideological 
change based on understanding 
and responsibility for peace which 
benefit Israel as much as it would 
do to the U.S.

While the real estate boom has 
already sent prices escalating by 
more than 20 per cent over last 
year the area is by no means over- 


crowded and excellent values can 
still be found. 

A stake can cost considerably 
less than a million dollars. A one- 
bedroom fiat with living room, 
kitchen and bathroom, for exam- 
ple, starts at around 525,000 
depending on its location. 

Three- bedroom apartments 
1 cost around $50,000 bat one in a 
prime position, say overlooking 
the harbor in Puerto Ban us, could 
> set you back $250,000. 

Most of the flats and villas are 
new and often form part of a com- 
plex of up to SO units. 

One such community, twelve 
kilometers away from Puerto 
Bamis, is La Pacheca in San Pedro 
de Alcantara. It is five minutes 
walk from the little white-washed 
Andalusian village of Benahavia 
in the mountains, up the twisting 
valley of the Guadalmina River 
and tumbling rapids and water- 
foils. It is rapidly becoming a city 
unto itself with its own cobbled 
courtyards, cool green patios, 
fountains, boutiques and rennis 
courts. Puerto Ban us is undoub- 
tedly the center of the new 
developments but the nearly hin- 
terland has a charm of its own. 

Villas, not surprisingly, cost 
more than apartments or the samll 
houses of the self-contained 
developments on the outskirts of 
the main towns. A three bedroom 
furnished villa starts at around 
$120,000 but the price could eas- 
ily treble depending on the design 
add location. 

Local construction is generally 
good with a number of interna- 
tional firms involved, . usually 
supervising Spanish labor. Inter- 
national standards are observed 
under increasingly watchful local 
authorities. 1 

Since the death of Franco, the 
new democratic mood has sent 
wage increases spiralling. The 
cost of labor has doubled and in 
some places even spiralling. The 
cost of labor has doubled and in 
some places even trebled. 

Local authorities are now tak- 
ing care over granting building 
licenses and they are also tighten- 
ing np zoning laws to prevent 
overcrowding. So for they have 
been able to keep the building 
boom under control Local offi- 
cials say they are determined to 
keep the area as dean and open as 
possible. 

There are those who worry 
about history repeating itself, for 
in the early 1970s there was a 
property boom which crashed 
when the world went Into reces- 
sion. Many who were badly 
burned are now very careful with 
their investments. Most real estate 
developers remain sanguine, 
however, as the strong demand for 
homes and land continues. They 
say the situation is more stable 
than in the early years of the 
decade and are confident that if 
they keep their heads both dealers 
and customers can be satisfied. 

Hie attractions of the coast are 
legion. Luxury hotels, marinas, 
retauraots, . boutiques golf courses 
and tennis courts abound. The 
land is lovely with a range of lush 
and nigged scenery, long sandy 
beaches, picturesque fishing vil- 
lages and small towns tucked into 
the crevices of the nearby hills. 
And in Granada, only an hour 
from the sun, there are ski slopes 
open all year. 

A shadow recently fell over the 
Costa del Sol. In early July, Bas- 
que separatists launched a terror- 
ist campaign on the Spanish tour- 
ist industry. In late May two 
bombs exploded in the east coast 
cities of Castellan and Fbniscola.

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planted in Mediterranean resorts. 
Two Belgian tourists were badly 
injured while sunbathing on a 
beach near Marbella. 

Just as the summer season on 
the Costa del Sol began to get 
underway, hoteliers faced a 30 per 
cent drop in occupancy. Many 
hotels hired private security 
guards. This year’s early season 
was a disaster for the tourist indus- 
try. 

ETA, the Basque militant

Hoteliers and others on the 
Costa del Sol breathed a sigh of 
relief. Such factors as terrorism 
are imponderables and every- 
where a risk and the Spanish peo- 
ple have reacted warmly to their 
tourists who are after all an impor- 
tant source of money. Tax rep- 
resents about 10 per cent of the 
property prices. 

It is by no means the interna- 
tional rich alone who make their 
way to the Costa del Sol. Marbella 
itself has a sprinkling of students 
and the young in search of the sun.

OSLO, Norway Aug. 8 ( AP) — 
The International Association of 
Independent Tanker Owners 
(Intertanko) claims that the 
declining quality of bunker oil for 
ship engines represents a grave 
security hazard at sea. 

Director Tormod Rafgaard of 
Intertanko Tuesday told the Oslo 
newspaper Aftenposten that sev- 
eral tankers, one of them Nor- 
wegian, have suffered expensive 
engine breakdowns because the 
quality of their fuel was not good 
enough. 

“If such engine accidents occur 
in shipping lanes with heavy 
traffic, in narrow shipping straits 
or near harbors, we could have 
serious disasters. Amoco Cadiz- 
type catastrophies cannot be 
excluded,” Rafgaard said. 

Director Kjell Roervik of Oslo 
Shipowners Sig. Bergesen D.Y. 
and Co. confirmed that bunker oil 
of varying quality had caused 
unnecessary wear on the com- 


pany's ship engines, and increas- 
ing costly extra service work 
for the ships' crews. 

Rafgaard said there are pres- 
ently no international standards or 

declaration requirements for 

bunker oil supplied by oil com- 
panies. 

He said Intertanko would like 
to have oil companies to issue spe- 
cial product quality declaration 
for the various types of bunker oil 
so one can know what type of fuel 
suits the engines of various ships. 


BAD QUALITY OIL 


“Ships especially need bunker 
oil of high quality 1 when they sail at 
low speed near harbors or in areas 
with heavy traffic. The risk of 
engine accidents because of bad 
quality bunker oil increases with 
low speed," Rafgaard told Aften - 
posten. 

Chief Engineer Otto Martens at 
the Norwegian Technological 


Institute told several research 
agencies, including his own, they 
are studying how various types of 
bunker oil can eventually be 
adjusted for use by various types 
of ship engines. 

“This is the biggest single : 
project of its kind in the world so 
far and the interest among oil 
companies and manufacturers of 
shjp engines is keen. There are still 
problems we must solve. But if we 
succeed it will be of great impor- 
tance for Norwegian and interna- 
tional shipping,” Martens told 
Aftenposten . 

The newspaper explained that 
bunker oil is the final product of 
the refilling process, the product 
left when gasoline, kerosine and 
finer products have been 
extracted from the crude. 

As oil companies have 
developed better re finin g proces- 
ses, the quality of the final bunker 
oil has constantly declined Aften - 
posten said.

Carter urges wage-price curbs 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 (AP) 
— The administration of Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter Tuesday 
strongly suggested it is likely to 
adopt cumulative, two-year wage 
and price guidelines to beip fight 
inflation, with a goal of limiting 
wages to 15.5 per cent over two 
years. 

“Unless we receive comments 
with compelling arguments to the 
contrary, we intend to adopt the 
two-year (price) standard with 
such adjustments as may be 
required to overcome the prob- 
lems that we have identified,” said 
a report from the Council on 
Wage and Price Stability. 

The new wage goal could be 
15.5 per cent, the council says. 
This would mean that “employee 
units that receive less than the pay 


standard in the first year are 
rewarded with a higher base pay 
rate for the second year.” 

The current program provides 
for pay increases of no more than 
7 per cent this year. Price 
increases are to be held a half per- 
centage point below 1976-77 
increases. 

There is no suggestion in the 
document that the voluntary prog- 
ram might become mandatory in 
the guidelines' second year, start- 
ing Oct. 1, or that the government 
is considering the adoption of 
penalties to enforce foe stan- 
dards. 

“Inflation has been far worse 
than was anticipated when the 
anti-inflation program was 
announced in foe fall of 1978,” 
the document said.

BROWNSVILLE. Texas, Aug.

The oil, nearly two millions bar- 
rels of it, has been pouring into the 
sea from a runaway off-shore 
Mexican well at foe other end of 
the Gulf since June 3. 

Wednesday, thousands of balls 
of sticky oil tar up to five inches in 
diameter were smearing the 
beaches of southern Texas at foe 
peak of foe holiday season. Worst 
hit was Padre Island, a split of land 
off foe coast near here. 

One giant oil slick, two miles 
wide and six miles long was spot- 
ted about 50 miles off foe coast at 
Cbrpus Christi. Other patches of 
thick crude were spotted bobbing 
towards Padre Island. 

Roger Meecham, a spokesman 
for the National Oceanic and 
Armospheric Administration, said 
there was a distinct possibility that 
foe oil from the “Ixtoc One" well 
could wash up along the U.S. coast 
as far away as western Florida. 

Meecham said: “This oil spill is 
unlike any other spill in history.

Tough terms set for Rhodesia peace

LUSAKA, Aug. 8 lR) — The 
biggest guerrilla array fighting the 
Zimbabwe Rhodesia government 
has set tough preconditions for its 
acceptance of the new British 
peace plan- approved by the 
Commonwealth summit which 
ended here late Tuesday. 

Patriotic Front co-leader 
Robert Mugabe, speaking by tele- 
phone from Mozambique to a 
London radio interviewer, said 
that nationalist guerrillas must 
from the army of the new Zim- 
babwe — if his guerrilla wing is to 
agree to a settlement. 

African diplomatic sources here 
said this hardline approach would 
not necessarily prevent all-party 
peace talks taking place. 

But as euphoria over the peace 
plan faded and Commonwealth 
leaders prepared to Qy home 
Wednesday, doubts remained on 
whether the latest settlement 


proposals would succeed where all 
previous attempts had failed. 

Mugabe detailed in the inter- 
view with the British Broadcasting 
Corporation two other tough pre- 
requisites : The existing Stdisbury 
army and police force must be dis- 
banded and the government of 
Prime Minister Abel Muzorewa 
must go. 

Guerrilla demands for disband- 
ing the white- led army have been 
rejected in the past by the rebel 
colony’s 250.000 white minority, 
which still wields significant power 
despite Muzorewa" s election in 
April. 

The week-long Commonwealth 
summit ended a day earlier than 
scheduled because of the surpris- 
ing speed to which the peace plan 
was agreed. 

The proposals, devised by Brit- 
ish Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher, call for Britain to draw

Barbers, Kids and Cromwell

We hear of an anonymous Englishman doing a good turn for an 
equally anonymous Jeddah goat. It seems that the goat was in labor, 
having just delivered her first kid without outside aid when the 
Englishman chanced along. 

Hearing her plaintive cries, the Englishman bent down, glove 
in hand, and found himself assisting with the delivery of three more 
baby goats, er, ah, kids. 

The operation on a local street drew a large crowd, who 
applauded and thanked the “ doctor" for his noble deed, according to 
OkaL The flustered Englishman, still perspiring from the tension of 
the operation, smiled, nodded and drove off. 


In Benevento, Italy, things had a less determined ending, how- 
ever, and the featured performer failed to delight his waiting fans. It 
seems that the area’s magicians had promised — absolutely guaran- 
teed — that rain would fall on the drought-stricken area. 

The head magician, Antonio Bartusta, and some assistants 
gathered in a cave with a goat and a crow — apparently trusted 
helpers — and began to chant for rain. 

48 hours later i r still hadn't fallen, and farmers in the area are 
said to have lost their confidence in the practice. “It will come at 
last,” said an ever-game Battusta. 


We don’t know how close a shave he delivered, but a Japanese 
barber Wednesday claimed a world record for shaving 223 men in an 
hour. Isao Tsuchiya said he beat the previous record of 203 set by 
Englishman Gerry Harley in May.

At the summit's closing press 
conference, Zambian President 
Kenneth Kaunda also paid a glow- 
ing tribute to Mrs. Thatcher only a 
week after she was bitterly 
attacked in the Zambian official 
press. 

The 39 Commonwealth leaders 
ended the conference with a 
declaration denouncing racism 
and racial prejudice, which con- 
tained hints of possible future 
support for anti-apartheid move- 
ments. 

Reflecting the organization's 
world-wide membership, the final 
communique referred to trouble- 


spots as diverse as the tiny British 
colony of Belize in the Caribbean, 
the Indochina refugee problem, 
Cyprus and South Asia. 

Commonwealth leaders also 
reaffirmed their committment to 
greater economic growth with the 
aim on reducing poverty and rais- 
ing living standards. 

In a communique beads of gov- 
ernment representing about one 
quarter of the world 1 s population, 
said the poorest developing coun- 
tries were facing particularly grim 
prospects as a result of the 
deterioration in the world 
economic situation. 

" A large part of the world's 
population continued to lie in into- 
lerable poverty with little hope for 
a better future," the communique 
said. 

It called for special measures to 
assist developing countries with- 
out their own energy sources 
overcome the effect to increasing 
oil prices on their economic 
development. 

Delegates had earlier discussed 
including a clause calling on oQ 
exporting countries to channel 
their surplus funds to such coun- 
tries, but this was not included in 
the final communique. 

The Commonwealth leaders 
also “ expressed deep concern” 
at the downturn in government 
development aid as a proportion 
of national income and called for 
better terms and conditions of aid 
to poor countries.

Easier prosecution seen 

Congress writing new spy trial laws 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 lAP) 
— Government lawyers told con- 
gressmen Tuesday that new trial 
rules on disclosing defense secrets 
could make it easier to prosecute 
foreign spies and high U.S. offi- 
cials accused of wrongdoing. 

Deanne Sieraer. the Pentagon’s 
general counsel, said legislation 
imposing the new rules would 
allow the government to prose- 
cute more cases because it would 
know in advance precisely what 
secrets could and could not be dis- 
closed. 

“It would remove the element 
of surprise which is our most sig- 
nificant problem,” she told a 
House Intelligence subcommittee. 

Assistant Attorney General 
Philip Heyraann said the new rules 
would permit more prosecution 
particularly of cases involving 
espionage, high government offi- 
cials and, to a lesser extent, corpo- 
rate bribery of foreign officials. 

Those are the types of cases, he 
said, in which defendants are most 
likely to contend that their 
defense requires disclosure of 
government secrets. 

The high government officials 
would be those who deal with clas- 
sified information daily and might 
contend that disclosure of a par- 
ticular secret is essential to show 


justification for their actions, he 
said. 

But Morton Halperin, repres- 
enting the American Civil Liber- 
ties Union, asserted the govern- 
ment lacks the will, not the rules, 
to prosecute its high officials. 

“In our view the lack on such 
will has been the primary impedi- 
ment to proceeding with prosecu- 
tions directed at such former high 
officials as Richard Helms and L. 
Patrick Gray,” Halperin said. 

The Justice Department is pro- 
secuting former FBI Director 
Gray on charges of conspiring to 
spy on the radical Weather 
Underground with illegal burg- 
laries, mail opening and wiretap- 
ping. 

It worked out a plea bargain 
arrangement in which former CIA 
Director Helms pleaded no con- 
test to charges of falsely denying 
to a Senate subcommittee that the 
CIA worked against the late 
Chilean President Salvador 
Allende. 

The House subcommittee is 
conducting hearings on bills that 
essentially would allow judges to 
rule at secret pretrial hearings 
exactly what secret information a 
defendant could require to be dis- 
closed at trial. 

The Justice Department and the 


agency involved would then 
decide whether to go ahead with a 
public trial or' drop the case rather 
than allow the secret to be dis- 
closed. 

Heyraann said he personally 
believes the Justice Department 
should report to appropriate con- 
gressional hearings periodically 
and secretly what cases have been 
dropped and why.

Hundreds of 
holidaymakers fled. 

Early reports said 22 people 
were killed, but the figure for the 
toll was corrected as bodies were 
brought to the local mortuary. 

Spanish Agriculture Minister 
Jaime Lamo de Espinosa told a 
news conference in Lloret de 
Mar that the blaze seemed to have 
been started intentionally. 

Officials said the bodies were so 
charred that identification was 
impossible. One injured Briton, 
listed as 47-year-old Robert Mor- 
ley, was severely burned as he 
tried to save personal possessions 
from his holiday bungalow. 

The president ot the Provincial 
Council said the blaze was almost 
certainly started by arsonists as it 
broke out simultaneously at three 
points several kilometers apart.

Soviets have increased 
forces in Cuba, U.S. says 




WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 (APJ 
— A U.S. Defense Department 
spokesman said Tuesday “there 
might have been a very modest 
increase” in the Soviet military 
presence in Cuba. 

But the spokesman, Thomas 
Ross, stressed there was no evi- 
dence of any Soviet military force 
there beyond the advisory group 
which he said has been in Cuba for 
15 years. 

The question of whether the 
Russians have the makings of a 
major combat unit and a com- 
mand structure in Cuba was raised 
again at a Pentagon briefing. The 
issue has come up repeatedly since 
Sen. Richard Stone, D- Florida, 
made the allegation last month. 


Russian doctor savs 

‘People dying long before their time.’ 


MOSCOW, Aug. 8 (AP) — A 
Russian doctor who has spent the 
last 40 years bringing dying people 
-back to life says most people die 
before their time because of 
“ mechanical breakdowns" that 
could be repaired. 

Dr. Vladimir Negovsky said in 
an interview that the normal 
human lifespan should be about 
150 years, and that medical life- 
saving techniques are bringing this 
goal nearer. 

Negovsky, head of the Laborat- 
ory of Reanimatology in Moscow, 
is the world's 'acknowledged 
pioneer in the new science of 
“ Reanimation,” employing a bat- 
tery of medical techniques for 


last-minute rescues of the dying. 

His laboratory, founded in 
1936, has led in finding ways to 
prolong the periods of “clinical 
death," when a person whose 
heart has stopped can be revived. 

In an interview in his office one 
block from Red Square, Negovsky 
said he has learned to prolong this 
critical period from the average 
five or six minutes to 10 or 15 
minutes. 


He expects to lengthen this 
period to two or three hours by 
lowering body temperatures. 

With these extra minutes, 
Negovsky uses artifictaJ - respira- 
tion, hean massage, electric 


U.S. Navy will challenge 
100 -mile sea claim limits 


NORFOLK, Virginia Aug. 8 
(AP) — The U.S. Navy plans to 
challenge what it calls "excessive” 
territorial sea claims of some fore- 
ign nations by scheduling exer- 
cises by aircraft and warships in 
those waters, it was reported 
Tuesday. 

A message enunciating a new 
policy on “The Law of the Sea” 
tells the navy’s 450_ ships and 
5,000 aircraft to “go out of their 
way,” in some instances, to con- 
test all territorial sea claims of 
more than 12 nautical miles, the 
Nbifolk Ledger - Star said. 


U.S. defense offidaJs, it said, 
see the new policy as a way of let- 
ting certain nations know the 
United States will not tolerate sea 
claims that have an adverse effect 
on the navy’s ability to traverse 
the seas. 

The Ledger -Star said it learned 
that in a recent memorandum to 
ship captains, , the navy said: 

“In the future, there will be 
planned exercises, transits and 
overflights by naval and air forces 
for the purjfoses of asserting Up- 
rights in the face of excessive 
claims.”

In his 40 years of work, 
Negovsky has also persuaded the 
Soviet medical establishment to 
set up some 200 special “reanima- 
tion wards” around the country, to 
equip large cities with emergency 
care “reanimobiles,” and to train 
doctors in his techniques. 

He said thousands of people are 
alive today who would not have 
survived accidents or hospital 
complications without his techni- 
ques. 

“And I am convinced that with 
the further penetration of the 
essence of death many tens of 
thousands of people will remain 
alive in our time who otherwise 
would have died.” 

Soviet scientists “recognize that 
a new medical specialty has been 
created," Negovsky wrote last 
year in the journal Problems of 
pkBosophf. 

“Its most important task is con- 
trolling unjustified death, sudden 
death. a t reversible state whose 
development does not exdude the 
possibility of a stable and adequ- 
ate restoration of vital functions,” 
he wrote. 

“And today we have grounds to 
hope that such death, in the 
absence of irreversible damage to 
vitally important organs, will be 
conquered.” 


According to U.S. intelligence 
estimates, the Russians have 
about 2,000 military advisers and 
between 4,000 and 6,000 civilian 
technicians and advisory person- 
nel in Cuba. 

The Russians have been send- 
ing weapons, including jet fight- 
ers, and other military hardware 
to Cuba for years.

pilots were fighting in Africa._ 

Stone said meanwhile Tuesday 
that Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance personally will review visits 
of Soviet submarines to Cuba 

Stone said Vance made the 
commitment after the navy ack- 
nowledged that Soviet submarines 
presumed to be carrying nuclear 
devices visited Cuba in 1972 and 
1974 without a protest from the 
United States.
